ANOTHER VICTIM. 


DEATH OF OFFICER REDDEN, INJURED IN 
THE HAYMARKET RIOT. 


The Police of Chicago Looking for Schneider, 
the Allegea Pal of Anarchist Lingg—The 
Cook County Grand-Jury in Session—Strik- 
ing Tailors Resume Work—Labor News. 


OCnmrcaGco, May 17.—Offlcer Thomas Redden 


died at the County Hospital this morning at 2. 


o‘clock, making the sixth death among the 
police wounded in the Haymarket riot. Blood 
poisoning was the immediate cause of death. 
Redden bad his left leg fractured by the dynam- 
ite bomb, received a bullet wound in his left 
cheek and a wound in his right arm. He 
leaves a wife and two children.“ 
ANARCHIST LINGG. 

The police officials are still very reticent re- 
garding the anarchist, Lingg, who was cap- 
tured Friday night. Itis understood that they 
are making strenuous efforts to capture a man 
named Schneider, who is believed to be a part- 
ner of Lingg’s and deeply implicated in the 
bomb plot. The authorities do not seem to be 
certain that Lingg is the man who threw the 
bomb, and the prisoner denies it of course. 
But whether he be identified asthe man or 
not, it is a fact that some of the eye-witnesses 
of the bomb-throwing describe the man as tall 
and spare, with thin beard and mustache. 
This, coupled with the fact that Lingg shaved 
his thin, scraggy beard off since that fatal 
night and the facts already known 


,about his secret movements, make out a 


strong circumstantial case against him. It 


is asserted that the fact that he made a bomb 
which was thrown into Haymarket Square, 
can be proved beyond all doubts. The police 
are in possession of a number of bombs, some 
of them found at Seliger’s house, 442 Sedg- 
wick street, where Lingg boarded and some 
found in a trunk delongi 

was secreted elsewhere. The ma! 
terial used in these bombs are all the 

Shreds of metal dug out of the flesh of wounded

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THE FREIGHT-HANDLERS. 


The Fight Dropped—Organizing as Knights 
of Labor. 


Cu1caGo, May 17.—There was a large turn- 
out, probably 1,500, at the meeting of freight- 
workers, at Uhlichs, North Clark street, yes- 
terday afternoon, the session lasting ovér 
four hours. The meeting was conducted with 
unusual secrecy and all intruders were 
promptly ejected. The session was mainly 
taken up with the details of perfecting organ- 
ization. A large number of new members 
were enrolled, and the funds of the union in- 
creased by liberal subscriptions. In regard 
to the attitude of the union toward 
the railroad, one ofthe members informed a 
reporter that the fight had been dropped for 
the present. They had decided, he said, to 
join the Knights of Labor as an organization 
and would get their charter in a few weeks.

Cu1caGo, May 17.—At the regular meeting of 
the Trades Assembly yesterday, a resolution

MRS. HARRIET E NASON SUSPECTED OF 
| POISONING FIVE PERSONS. 


Law; Also Her Husband, Nephew and an 
Intimate Friend. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPraTcu. 
RUTLAND, Vt., May 17.—Strong circumstan- 
tial evidence, slowly accumulating during 
several weeks, has at length laid at the door 
of a’ woman of this city a series of horrible 
crimes. Mrs. Harriet E. Nason, the suspected 
prisoner, is now accused of the murder of her 
huaband, her son-in-law, her young nephew 
and her most intimate female friend. There 
are ugly rumors, too, that the list of her vic- 
tims may be still further increased on investi- 
gation, but if haif of what is already 
told be true, the woman has few equals even 
among the famous practicers of the poison- 
ex Art. She ia 80 years old, of rather nerv- 
ous temperament, butresolute and energetic, 
and not particularly attractive in personal ap-. 
pearance. She was born in Wiscasset, Me., 
and about twenty years ago she married 
Henry O. Nason of Gorham, N. H. Offive 
children born to them three boys died in in- 
fancy and a daughter of 17 and ason of 9 are 
still living. Mr. Nason died quite suddenly 
after a very brief, but violent iliness 
in September, 1881. There was an insurance 
upon his life and upon this Mrs. Nason and 
her children lived until about a year ago, when 
it was exhausted. Mrs. Nason’s daughter, 
17 years old, is & young woman of quite no- 
ticeable spoon charms. Abouta year ago 
Donald C. Parker, a — — and popular young 
man, well known in society here, began pay- 
ing attentions to Miss Maud although oth 
were young, ker being only 22 years old.
